About 1,000 leading Catholic educators from all parts 
the United States participated the deliberations 
the twelfth annual convention the Catholic Educational 
Association, which met St. Paul June 28-July in- 
clusive. 

The convention formally opened Monday evening, 
June 28, with reception the palm room the St. Paul 
hotel. 

The Most Rev. Archbishop Ireland gave the address 
welcome, which the Right Rev. Bishop Shahan, rec- 
tor the Catholic University, and President General 
the Association, replied. Brief addresses were delivered 
the Right Rev. Bishop McGolrick Duluth, and the 
Right Rev. Bishop Lawler St. Paul. The delegates 
were then presented the Most Rev. Archbishop and 
the visiting prelates. 

Tuesday morning o’clock the spacious audi- 
torium the Cathedral St. Paul was filled with con- 
gregation which included not only the delegates the 
convention but large number Catholic people eager 
show their interest the specific work the Associa- 
tion. The teaching sisterhoods were conspicuous the 
number representatives present this occasion, 
well all the sessions the convention.

After briefly outlining the history Catholic educa- 
tion the United States, Dr. Moran said:

this added the per cent item above for depreciation, 
etc., would mean that the present moment, after 
property, buildings and equipment have been provided, 
there would annual expense account $56,649,648. 
Now, this what would be, there were not very 
important qualification made owing the devotion 
our religious teachers. The fact that our schools, 
instead the per capita expenditure being $30.55, the 
average the country, only about $10, about one- 
third. other words, the religious reduce the item 
teaching about two-thirds. make this perfectly clear, 
let suppose that school given number years 
would have required meet its teaching account the 
average the country, $1,000,000; would have required 
with only $335,000, the religious saving two-thirds 
$765,000 the Catholic body. certainly good thing 
for that our religious teachers have not been affected 
the labor agitation and that they have not joined the 
“Union.” They have been shamefully underpaid sal- 
aries are measured dollars and cents. However, 
they have been satisfied know that they were helping 
along the cause Catholic education, that without them 
would have been impossible conduct our schools, and 
that they were laying for themselves treasures 
Heaven which the moth and the rust shall not consume.

“We should make every effort see that the laws 
that affect the interests Catholic schools fair, just 
and equitable. this effort favors, nor privileges, 
but simply equality treatment should looked for. 
should insist upon equitable interpretation all 
laws bearing upon education. should protest against 
the enforcement unwarranted and unjust laws already 
the statute book. should offer firm and unyield- 


ing resistance all attempts repeal the laws which now 
afford some relief private agencies education, ex- 
empting their lands and buildings from taxation. 
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“We should declare that any recognition which officials 
the state boards education may accord Cath- 
olic schools neither favor nor concession, nor 
indulgence. Every right, privilege, concession favor 
accorded public schools should granted equally 
Catholic schools that conform the educational require- 
ments put down state laws. 

word conclusion. Catholic education forms 
logical and consistent system. Catholic truth not less 
imperative the education our young boys and girls 
and our young men and young women the higher 
schools than the training the children the ele- 
mentary schools. Our supreme effort should de- 
velop our educational system from the kindergarten 
the university, that child the faith will, any 
time, find necessary seek elsewhere than Cath- 
olic school the education desires. That this glorious 
achievement possible one the most encouraging 
and consoling signs our system, for the forces that 
are inherent Catholic education—the unselfish conse-

The general impression that the delegates seem have 
taken away with them one optimism over the outlook 
for Catholic education. The many dangers that confront 
the Catholic schools were all well marked out and dilated 
upon men whose names stand high the list edu- 
cators. feeling was manifest tendency rather 
build the Catholic schools than seek discredit the 
state institutions. Comparisons were introduced way 
lending strength argument rather than for the 
purpose belittling the opposition. 

The following resolutions were adopted the Con- 


General Resolutions. 

The Twelfth Annual Meeting the Catholic Educa- 
tional Association finds the reports its delegates from 
all sections our country gratifying evidence earnest- 
ness, solid progress and constant improvement Cath- 
olic education. 

(1) For these excellent results, the Association makes 
public acknowledgment the generosity the Catholic 
laity, the self-sacrifice our teachers and the untiring 
zeal the pastors and priests, all united and inspired 
our bishops. Few things the history Christian gen- 
erosity the world over parallels the munificence the 
America behalf the schools, their col- 
leges and their universities. 

(2) The Association urges that vocations the 
Brotherhoods and Sisterhoods the Church should 
encouraged and fostered priests and people through 
advice and exhortation and through the Christian virtue 
self-sacrifice. 

(3) Vocations will multiply where high Christian 
ideas flourish and where the true spirit Catholicity 
manifest. effective means for implanting genuine Cath- 
olic principles the reading Catholic papers and Cath- 
olic books.

(4) The Association heartily recommends the educa-

(5) The Association exhorts Catholic parents make 
every sacrifice that their children may attain the highest 
education Catholic high-schools and Catholic colleges 
and may fill the ranks every honorable profession. 

(6) But as, for the the larger number our people, 
this higher education unhappily not possible, the Asso- 
ciation deprecates the lower schools, the overloading 
the curriculum, the multiplication subjects, the in- 
troduction new and untried methods and means the 
exclusion the solid essentials education. Some nec- 
essary facts the world and life and, above all, 
accurate knowledge the elements our language for 
speech and writing, should imparted our pupils 
energetic drill. True democracy education requires 
that the whole people possessed what necessary 
before privileged few given what helpful. 

(7) The Association gladly welcomes and wishes 
see multiplied all agencies for education whatever kind 
which will keep out young away from dangerous associa- 
tions and under Catholic auspices. The burden put upon 
our generous teachers will willingly borne because 
the benefits our faith from night schools, vacation 
schools and other sources for the Catholic instruction 
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our youths. 

(8) The Association recommends that every Catholic, 
especially our educational authorities, scrutinize carefully 
and limit strictly all attempts legislation which would 
interfere with our education liberties citizens and 
would introduce class legislation under the guise so- 
cial welfare.

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VACATION SCHOOLS. 


Rapid progress being made the United States 
not only the number cities which now conduct vaca- 
tion schools but also the purpose and scope these 
beneficient institutions. According the Russell Sage 
Foundation 141 cities reported summer schools with ap- 
propriations totalling $300,000 and undoubtedly there will 
more this year.

dren the poorer districts. Undoubtedly the vacation 
school has done wonders for the children the great 
crowded centers New York, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
Boston. the smaller cities, however, the idea never has 
taken root because bad conditions did not exist which 
would justfy the expenditure considerable 

late, superintendents have offered more definite 
field activity for the vacation classes and have enforced 
their recommendations pointing actual educational 
results achieved. Here the factors economy and effi- 
ciency have been the most potent arguments. 


Four classes pupils are being generally suggested 
for enrollment during special vacation term: 


Those who have failed promotion. 


Over-age and exceptionally bright children who 
may enabled “make” extra grade. 


Foreign-born children who need help English. 


Children who need attendance credits for the legal 
number days required for employment certificates. 


For the first three classes the saving half year, 
even full year school time, economic advantage 
that need hardly argued. direct saving the 
cost instruction for the time gained, which prudent 
school board will want lose. The possibility im- 
parting higher instruction during the time gained will ap- 
peal school officials who desire every child receive 
much instruction will accept. 

Schoolmen have found too that the vacation school, 
reason its simplified course study and its in- 
tensive study few subjects, awakens the interest 
children who have not been interested during the regular 
term and that gives the teachers clearer insight into 
the real needs and capacities individual “hard cases.” 

Just present, there great need for scientific 
study the vacation school, with particular reference 
the best means organization and management. True, 
the purposes and possibilities are rapidly becoming under- 
stood, but too little known what has and being 
accomplished. will interesting see whether 
governmental office, national state, private organi- 
zation, will compile the data and point the way.—Ex- 
change.

This why religion may 
not with impunity divorced from politics, any other 
legitimate activity, whether public private. good 
Catholic schooling undoubtedly among the most indis- 
pensable requisites for useful public career. Catholics 
are sometimes cautioned against becoming “politicians.” 
the sense which this caution generally uttered, 
excellent. But would rather say: Become poli- 
tician you wish, but let the leaven 
ciples permeate your activity that, when the world deals 
with you, feels that dealing with four-square 
Catholic.

The particu- 
lar program must made view the particular con- 
ditions that each such school presents. Some general 
principles may stated, however, that may useful 
guides. These form part the New Jersey State Mono- 
graph Plan Making. 


Few recitations should given little ten 
minutes actual recitation time. subjects that re- 
quire discussion, particularly the upper grades, twenty 
thirty minutes should assigned for recitation. 
This would mean ample provision for seat work for the 
other grades. 


making out program, provide for “between 


times.” not have the program assign ten minutes 
exercise when five minutes this time are regularly 
taken going and from class, looking over the 
work other pupils, 

ungraded school more liberal allowance 
should made for “between times” properly super- 
vise the work being done the pupils who are studying. 
fact, ten minute period may profitably devoted 
two three times day such oversight and assist- 
ance. 

The program should workable and rigidly ad- 
hered to. The most valuable habits that school can 
and should establish are the habits promptness and 
regularity the doing work. School should begin 
promptly time, close promptly time, possible, 
and the schedule for the day should regularly carried 
out. Supervisors may great help here advising 
with the teacher the end that workable program 
arranged. 

The program should. planned that the work 
the school may deliberately, without hurry, and 
businesslike way. This can only accomplished 
making careful plan, and selecting all materials 
school, and drilling quick distribution rapid 
passing necessary materials. 

the school day five hours length, the 
teacher should arrange her desk one-half 
three-quarters hour before the opening the 
school make preparation for the day’s work and 
give individual assistance. good custom dis- 
miss occasionally those who not need help one-half 
hour earlicr the afternoon and give extra help 
those who need it.

The result 
that considerable percentage those which are buried 
this manner are never rediscovered those hiding 
them, and time nature causes the hard shell crack 
open, and the warmth and moisture the soil brings the 
germ contained the kernel into life and tree springs 
into existence. will noted that the nuts which are 
buried the squirrels did not germinate immediately 
after being buried, but waited until the warm weather 
the spring came before they put forth their tender shoots. 
This not because they willed it, but because the hard 
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outer walls the shell would the air and 
water the germ, stimulate its growth. 

was necessary that the shell ‘be frozen and broken 
the action the frosts and the weather before mois- 
ture could gain entrance cause the swelling 
the germ. This peculiarity, when taken advantage 
commercially, called stratification. Seeds with hard 
shells, such cherries, peaches, plums, and like, 
have stratified—that is, they must planted 
the fall where the plants are grow they must 
packed away boxes sand position where they 
will freeze and remain frozen during the winter, or- 
der that they may germinate the following spring. 
seeds this character are stored and kept dry during 
the winter they will not germinate planted the 
spring. Seeds with thin seed coats, however, like peas, 
beans, treated like manner, will destroyed 
the action the cold, and plants will result from 
planting them the autumn. Such seeds must, from 
the nature the case, retained dry and com- 
paratively warm place during the winter season, or- 
der that their vitality may not destroyed.

Next put 
little plants near they grew the woods. 
lined pan with moss, arranging gray, red and 
brown fungi the stump and moss. pan and 
all large flat pasteboard box carried school 
with but little trouble. taking from the box 
sprinkled well and when was deposited our 
table covered with old green felt, was beautiful, be- 
yond power describe. 

That old pan contained material enough from which 
draw for term; the growing plant, root, foliage, 
blossom and seed, the decaying wood and the formation 
soil; the moss, the ground pine, the lichen and the 
fungi, their office and manner growth; each subject 
admitting unlimited development. 

The joy is, lasts and grows more beautiful each 
day. the present time there are several little seed- 
lings that have grown out the old stump; num- 
ber insects have also hatched from eggs that must 
have been deposited there, and the two little plants are 
putting forth new foliage. have done nothing but 
keep wet.

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PROBLEMS GRADE SEWING 


When class fifth grade children were recently 
asked which their sewing problems for the year they 
liked best and which they liked least, their answers 
showed that, spite their lack any technical 
knowledge lesson organization, they had certain sen- 
“feeling” for the requirements good 
sewing problem. 

The majority them chose for the problem they liked 
best the apron “because was useful” and “because 
could worn.” Some them selected sachet, 
cause was made from pretty and two thought 
knitting best “because was much fun get the 
stitches off without dropping them.” They did not like 
articles that they thought they could not use, that 
were difficult that constant mistakes upon them de- 
stroyed the interest, that were long grow 
tiresome. 

There they are, the three requirements the sewing 
problem: must useful, attractive, comparatively 
short. These children had ferreted out the three vital 
points every good sewing course; and only heed- 
ing their naive criticism can the teacher hope organ- 
ize course that will prove successful. Such course 
will consist problems each one which obviously 
useful, attractive enough capture the interest the 
child, and short enough hold the interest thruout. 

With these requirements mind, the teacher should 
the beginning plan her course study. This course 
will vary widely with differences environment and 
available funds; but every case should unified 
definite plan the first and not worked out 
haphazard, hit-or-miss way thruout the year. The 
fundamental stitches must form the basis every sew- 
ing course and one teacher has planned course 
which these stitches are applied articles for the sew- 
ing box, such pin-cushion, needle book, and emery 
bag. The course study another consists attrac- 
tive things for girl’s room; dresser cover, handker- 
chief case, and laundry bag. 

This definite planning the course study should 
done very carefully and details should accepted 
only they meet the requirements usefulness, at- 
tractiveness, and comparative shortness. 

Usefulness course varies with the community. That 
which useful girl one environment may en- 
tirely worthless girl another. Ina residence dis- 
trict city where most the girls take music les- 
sons, good sewing problem might feather-stitched 
duster used specially for the piano other highly 
polished furniture. How inappropriate this would be, 
however, mining district, where piano playing—and 
even dusting—is almost unknown art. Here would 
better teach the hemming dish towel the 
making attractive unbleached muslin underwaist. 
Then again, flannelette spoon case would excel- 
lent problem for girls whose families have reserve sil- 
ver, but palpably absurd for children families that 
not possess single silver spoon. 

The course must adapt itself the community the 
matter expense, also. The course must often depend 
upon materials that may found the homes. Some- 
times even few pennies cannot spared the par- 
ents, problems which can worked out upon bright 
scraps from the mothers’ work baskets must thought 
of. Scrap-bags often contain workable pieces silk 
bits lace. Probably community will the cost 
the sewing course allowed exceed the cost 
ordinary textbook any other course. The teacher

must not allow her enthusiasm work out plan 
expensive bring sewing the schools into bad 
repute; and order have one two more costly 
problems she should make use what free material the 
community presents. 

The easiest way make problem attractive 
use attractive material. The “feel” the cloth and its 
color are probably the two most important qualities 
considered. thought some that the children 
should buy their own material because the buying would 
train them, teaching them their mistakes and pre- 
venting the possible friendly attitude toward material put 
into their hands teacher. some cases this idea 
may work out, but experience seems record its failure. 
The children spend too much money and the parents 
object; always the teacher with her experience and 
buying quantity can purchase infinitely cheaper. And 
often the children use little judgment their pur- 
chases, that they are more satisfied than they are 
with the teacher’s ideas. Then the very great variety 
materials causes trouble. Taken all all, seems best 
for the teacher the buying. 

The third requirement good sewing problem 
shortness. This does not mean that long problem 
may selected; does mean that any successful long 
problem must consist many and varied short prob- 
lems. For instance, most successful problem the 
kimono night dress, which girls may work for months; 
but are various problems seams, hems, and 
sewing lace. Each which short, interesting and 
valuable. problem too long, fails hold the 
interest, matter how interesting may have been 
the start. 

desirable keep the class nearly together 
possible and long problems make this task harder. Girls 
have such widely varying ability that some seem have 
finished problem before others have got fairly started. 
Long problems make this difference actually—tho not 
proportionally—greater. The teacher should keep 
hand extra problems for the quicker pupils 
the whole class together the problems actually out- 
lined the course.

With the folded edge the hem toward the right, 
hold the hem over the first finger, and down with the 
thumb. Take stitch, catching the under side, and 
the upper edge, slanting the needle toward the left 
shoulder. Always work from right left. 

Overhanding 

Overhanding may done along two selvedges, two 
creased folds. 

With folded edges, selvedges exactly hold

One yard flaxon, inches wide. 

Two yards lace, three-fourths one inch wide. 

Number thread. 

Number needle. 

Method 

For from the selvedge, the width 
the pattern, and fold the warp thread. Lay the 
straight edge the pattern this fold, near one end, 
pin and cut.

For Making—Turn one-eighth inch hem, baste, press 
and hem. sew the lace divide the hem the 
apron into fourths and the lace into fourths. Put the 
fourths the lace the corresponding fourths the 
apron placing the lace the right side. Draw the 
fullness pulling thread the straight edge the 
lace, then distribute evenly. Baste and overhand. Pin 
the center the band the center the apron the 
waist line and the wrong side. Hold the skirt 
the apron easy against the band and baste. Sew 


Sewing 


the material lengthwise between the first finger the 
left hand and the thumb. Point the needle toward the 
chest, taking shallow stitches about one thread deep and 
two threads apart. Work from right left. 
Combination Stitch 
Take two running stitches and back stitch, then 
back stitch and two running stitches. 
Chain Stitch 
Fasten the thread. Holding the thread down with the 
left thumb, insert the needle almost the point where 
the thread came out, take stitch the required length 
(from one-eighth one-fourth inch) draw the 
needle thru, and release the thumb. This forms loop. 
The needle must always placed the preceding loop. 
SEWING APRON 
Hemming, overhanding, putting band. Sewing 
lace.

the combination stitch. Turn the remaining edges 
the band one-fourth inch. Turn the long edge the 
band the right side covers the combination 
stitch, pin each end and the center. Baste the 
long edges. Hem from edge lace edge lace, 
overhand from edge lace end band. Hem the 
strings using one-eighth inch hem the sides and 
three-fourths inch hem the ends. Plait the other end 
fit the band. Insert one-fourth inch into band. 
Baste and hem each side.

While these evils are 
all too common, the cause does not lie primarily the 
door the school. the school faithful and devoted 
teachers are doing their part and doing nobly and 
well. They would more they could, but they can 
not discharge all the duties parents addition 
their own.

Quick, accurate work matter gradual growth, 
habit which the children should encouraged from 
the very first. They should never allowed fuss 
and dawdle and waste more time getting ready than they 
use working. the beginning one may have 
feature this point more than the Arithmetic 
will, however, save hours later. The time element furn- 
ishes the motive drills for speeds. The time devoted 
such drill varies course with the proficiency the 
pupils. These things, however, are true all cases. 
drill for speed should always short true 
drill, since there more less strain involved. After 
three four minutes the children are likely become 
fatigued and make mistakes. Always stop before this 
point, while the still fresh 
Second. whatever time may put drill one day, 
less should allowed the next, soon prac- 
tical, and until the desired proficiency reached.

What Shall Such Review Drills Consist? 


interesting experiment performed with two fourth 
grade classes, ability nearly matched was 
possible get them, seemed prove that children 
whose arithmetic work for given period time had con- 
sisted entirely abstract calculation, were not only 
apt, when tried out applied problems those whose 
work, during the same period time, had been divided 
between abstract and concrete problems, but actually 
had the advantage their ability calculate more 
rapidly. other words, one might conclude from this 
experiment that child’s ability reason develops in- 
dependently outward influences. But one might also 
reach certain other conclusions which, however interest- 
ing, may less helpful consider here than this well 
known condition: that very often, the children most 
skilful abstract calculation, drill work, fail absolutely 
when given problems which demand real thinking. 
they only knew what processes use they could work 
such problems. once started process they ar- 
rive answer utterly absurd because they have not 
sense enough stop the right place. Such behavior 
shows clearly that must guard against letting formal 
memory work usurp the place real thought arith- 
Even insisting that child must always use the 
same way putting down certain problems tho 
facilitate the task correcting such work. still has its 
dangers. True that “Imitation the basis orig- 
But should not stop with imitation, how- 
ever easy so. The extent which you make 
your children think the measure your greatness 
teacher. would seem that introduce every new 
process thru some vital problems involving that process 
would much stimulate real thought and avoid nar- 
row formality arithmetic. discourages the peculiar 
and general notion children have that problem 
puzzle adding, subtracting, multiplying dividing. 
helps them think problem thru independently 
its solving. cultivates discrimination. in- 
troduce process thru problems creating need for that 
process good plan, equally reasonable give 
the review drills the form concrete problems. Sim- 
ple problems which may worked without the aid 
pencil are just effective for review difficult ones, 
fact, more since they emphasize the process rather 
than the figures, and, besides, have the advantage 
increased number. Constant association problem with 
process helps children see the relation existing be- 
tween them. But again, avoid any possible narrow- 
ness method, and for the sake variety, good 
plan occasionally give few review problems which 
involve somewhat difficult calculation. planning such 
drills, need steer clear another difficulty, 
drilling all things alike, without regard their rela- 
tive importance difficulty. The ideal thing would 
for teacher plan series supplementary drills 
emphasizing the phases arithmetic which generally 
seem bugbears for children, such division frac- 
tions and decimals, those processes whose mastery 
would greatly facilitate the children’s ability work 
rapidly, for example, finding the trial quotient long 
division, adding groups, substracting tens, factor- 
ing inspection, and on.

THE ARTIST 


Charles Burton Barber, the artist who painted the pic- 
ture which have been studying, was Great 
Yarmouth, England, 1845. The town, located the 
coast about 120 miles northeast London, im- 
portant for its fisheries and manufacturing interests. Mr. 
Barber studied the academy schools London, and 
1864, when only nineteen years age obtained 
silver medal for drawing from the antique. When 
was twenty-one years old exhibited his first picture 
the Royal Academy London. From that time until 
his death continued frequent contributor 
exhibitions held the Royal Academy. 


His pictures generally represent children and dogs. 
very faithful his delineations little things 
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his pictures. detail too small for his careful at- 
tention. His paintings have been often reproduced and 
are very popular. Some his best known pictures be- 
sides the one presented this study are “Once Bitten, 
Twice Shy,” “The Order the Bath,” “In Disgrace,” 
Mr. Barber’s choice subjects characteristic 
the English art the present time, which makes 
strong appeal the home-loving instinct, the love 
children and domestic animals, well dealing with 
the trifles that make large part daily life. 
All these are recorded with profuseness that testi- 
fies the public’s unfailing demand for this kind art. 

During period twenty-five years Mr. Barber exe- 
cuted large number pictures for Queen Victoria. 
painted most her Majesty’s dogs, combining many 
with group her grandchildren. last picture 
painted for the Queen the year his death repre- 
sented her her pony carriage surrounded 
grandchildren. Mr. Barber lived most his life 
London and died there 1894.

INTERNATIONAL FEDERATION THE CATHOLIC 
ALUMNAE. 


Cardinal Gibbons Honorary President. 


One the most notable and important events Catho- 
lic secular circles during the year 1914-1915 was the forma- 
tion and organization New York city the International 
Federation Catholic Alumnae. 


The project first took inspiration and form among the 
alumnae St. Joseph’s College, Emmitsburg, Md. Realiz- 
ing the preeminent moral and intellectual advantages 
Catholic education the alumnae felt that the time was ripe, 
the opportunity hand, create vital and widespread 
force for good extending the power and influence edu- 
cated Catholic womanhood. direct way this was 
affiliate federate the Catholic alumnae the United 
States and Canada. accordance with this idea special 
meeting was held St. Joseph’s College, Emmitsburg, 
February 19, 1914, and the matter federation was earnest- 
deliberated upon. After thorough consideration was 
unanimously decided that “federation the alumnae 
Catholic institutions higher education” organized and 
placed under the patronage Our Lady the Miraculous 
Medal. The preliminary work organization was en- 
trusted the New York Chapter the Alumnae Associa- 
tion and the organization committee, consisting the pres- 
ident and secretary the college, the president and secre- 
tary the National Alumnae Association and the regent 
and secretary the New York Chapter, was formed. 


The plan federation was warmly approved and en- 
couraged his Eminence Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop 
Baltimore, and under the sanction this illustrious prelate 
the work organization launched. 
Circulars elucidating the project and urging speedy and 
earnest cooperation were sent alumnae associations 
the United States and Canada, and many responses, com- 
mending the proposed federation and enlisting under its 
banner, were received. Meanwhile his Eminence Cardinal 
Farley and his Eminence Cardinal O’Connell had bestowed 
gracious words approval and benediction, and addition 
letters commendation had been received from six Arch- 
bishops and twenty-eight Bishops this country and Can- 
ada. 

The International Federation Catholic Alumnae was 
organized convention the Hotel McAlpin, New York 
city, November 27, and 29, 1914. The opening session 
Friday evening, November 27, took place the sumptu- 
ous blue room the hotel, and was attended about 2,000 
guests, including members the clergy, delegates and 
friends. 

The next day, Saturday, November 28, was signalized 
pontifical mass, celebrated Cardinal Farley the 
Cathedral St. Patrick, which all members and their 
friends were bidden. 


The Right Rev. Monsignor Lavelle, LL. D., rector 
the Cathedral, the name Cardinal Farley welcomed the 
delegates and guests New York city. 


After the mass important business meeting was held 
the hotel, with the Rev. John Belford chairman.
